A reporter yester- 
day asked him the condition of Califor- 
nia politics, to which he replied: ‘‘The 
State is in the hands of the 
Democrats, who have had so many 
dissensions and blunders that they have 
lost their strength.

Blaine was a leading favorite on 
account of his standing on the ques- 
tion of Chinese immigration, but this 
question is now settled for our people 
and will not have as much influence 
as it had in 1880. Arthur is growing 
stronger with California Republicans, 
and Logan has many friends, especially 
among old soldiers. There are plenty 
of candidates and we are waiting to see 
who is coming to thefront. The candi- 
date who is recorded as opposed to 
Chinese immigration will be stronger 
than one who is not.”’ ‘‘Are the Demo- 
cratsfor Tilden?’ ‘‘Well, no, hardly, 
Justice Field isthe leading Democratic 
candidate on the Pacific Coast. He is 
much stronger now than he was 
six months ago on account of his decis- 
ion in the United States Circuit Court 
that Chinamen from Hong Kong have 
no more right to come to America under 
the Restriction law than Chinamen 
from the empire itself, and that the law 
applies to the race rather than to the 
Chinese Empire and the people alone.”’

Los Angeles is the acknowledged gar- 
den-spot of Southern’ California, and 
to those familiar with her resources, 
it is a matter of surprise that the dis- 
play at the Fair is so limited. What 
has been placed on exhibition is very 
fine. Itis not the quality of the ex- 
hibits that is complained of, but the 
complaint 1s that so ‘small a number 
of our resources are represented. Los 
Angeles has not done herself justice 
in this Fair. She has not placed her- 
self where she belongs—at the head 
of the exhibitions of Southern Cali- 
fornia. And what is the cause 
of her failure of taking the rank which 
belongs to her, and which she could so 
easily. secure? Without question ‘the 
great secret lies in the methods adopt- 
ed by the Fair directors. Agriculture 
and horticulture and the various in- 
dustries which are to be the vitalizing 
forces of our future growth, are treated 
by them asif of less importance than 
. the race course. The meagerness of 
‘the premiums offered for the best re- 
sults in those industries which are to 
be the prop of our development, is 
shamefully small when compared with 
those offered for fast horses on the 
race track. While this course is pur- 
sued, the encouragement offered to 
producers is small to be at the trouble 
and expense of placing their produc- 
tions on exhibition, and the public at 
large is apt to experience a sense of 
injustice out of which grows a feeling 
of apathy as to the results ot the Fair. 
These things should. be remedied, 
and that which is first should be given 
the importance which belongs to it, 
and with such recognition there will 
unquestionably be awakened a larger 
interest in our annual fairs, and a more 
active and desirable spirit of competi- 
tion.

There died in New Orleans last week 
aii aged negro, George Lafiere by name, 
who boasted a most romantic history. 
Lafiere claimed to be 110 years of age, 
and was certainly very old, as when he 
was brought to New Orleans as aslave 
in 1803, eighty years ago, he was a full 
grown man over six feet in height. He 
claimed to be named Myaka, and to 
have been the prince of a tribe of ne- 
groes in Guinea. He was inveigled 
aboard aysloop by the celebrated slave 
dealer, Juan Rodriguez, brought to 
Louisiana and purchased by a rich 
planter, Paul Lafiere, whom he served 
faithfully during the war of 1812. He 
also went through the Mexican war with 
his sons, Hypolite and Paul, the latter 
of whom freed him and left him quite 
a large sum of money, sufficient to ren- 
der him comfortable for the remainder 
of his life.
